WH will ship these devices on a cost recovery basis, for about

$10, 000 per unit, forgoing their normal profit on the product. This
cost includes shipping, installing the device, comm ssioning it,
training the local community to use it, and providing spare parts and
mai nt enance for five years. These units are easy to transport. They
can be noved fromrefugee canps to permanent sites for water systens
as community reconstructi on progresses.

Through a cooperative effort between WH and several organizations,

i ncluding the International Finance Corporation (I1FC), philanthropic
entities and dobal Gving, there exists the ability to |l everage a $1
t ax-deducti bl e contribution to achieve $4 of direct relief in Sri
Lanka and India.
